JEFFERSON CITY, June 16.—| 


The final death blow to Gov. Don- 
nell’'s program supplant the 
spoils system in State Government 
with a system based on merit and 
economical administration was de- 
livered late yesterday by the “more 
and thicker gravy” politicians who 
are members of the Senate Commit- 


tee on Retrenchment, Reform, Abo- 
lition, Creation and Consolidation 
of Boards, Bureaus and Commis- 
sions. 

The seven Democratic members 
of the committee, aided by three 
of the six Republican members, 
voted to report adversely the Gov- 
ernor’s bills to consolidate into a 
new state revenue department the 
tax assessing and collecting func- 
tions of 14 existing departments, a 
system which in other states has 
resulted in increased collections at 
25 per cent lower cost. The Gov- 
ernors merit system bill was de- 
feated in the House Committee on 
Judiciary three weeks ago. 

Due to the machination of party 
spoilsmen, callously unconcerned 
over the high cost of government 
but most deeply interested in pro~ 
viding a multitude of jobs to meet 
the personal and party obligations 
to the “boys” who do the spade 
work at election time, the entire 
efficiency and economy program 
was thrown into-the ash can. 

No Attempt to Revive Bills. 

Republican Senators decided in

SEORET EXECUTION 
OF ENEMY ARENTS 
HINTED BY CENSOR 


House Testimony Indi- 
cates Others Besides 6 
From U . Boat Have 
Been Put to Death. 


WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP).— 
A hint that other enemy agents be-| 
sides the six submarine-borne sabo- 
teurs who were electrocuted here 
last August have been executed by 
the Government since the outbreak 
of war, was given. by the House 
Appropriations Committee today in 


printed hearings @A a war agencies 
supply bill, 

It came during testimony of 
Byron Price, director of the Office 
of Censorship. 

Discussing the activities of his 
agency and the role it has played 
in forestalling enemy plots, Price 
told the committee: 

“As to security, censorship has 
discovered and enabled other agen- 
cies of the Government to fore- 
stall enemy plots. People have 
been arrested and in some cases 
executed as a result of the evidence 
that we have produced.” 

Price did not elaborate on that 
statement, nor did the record show 
ahy further .discussion of it, but 
committee members who heard the 
testimony said they did not be- 
lieve the Office of Censorship’ had 
claimed any. part in the apprehen- 
sion of the six Nazi agents exe- 
cuted last year. 

“There undoubtedly have been 
other cases,” one member said. 

Hesitancy of the Government to 
disclose publicly that other enemy 
spies have been caught and exe- 
cuted, he added, “would be a na- 
tural thing because without the 
disclosure, the enemy Government 
involved would have no way of 
knowing whether its agents, here 
still were active or were ou the 
picture.” 

While. there have been no an- 
nouncements of any other execu- 
tions except those of the six who 
came by submarine, the Office of 
War Information only recently dis- 
closed that a Nazi agent who 
flashed signals from the Hawaiian 
shores prior to the Japanese at-

Eleven major and minor offi- 
cers of the AFL Hodcarriers, 
Building and Common Laborers’ 
Union, Loca] 42, two of whom have 
been convicted of. participating in 
the theft of $151,000 of union 
funds, were suspended from office 
and barred from attending union 


meetings for 10 years by the Inter- 
national Union’s General Execu- 
tive Beard for violating the consti- 
tution of the union in handling its 
affairs. 

The announcement of the sus- 
pensions was made last night at 
Washington by officers of}the In- 
ternational organization. “The gen- 
eral Executive Board sat as a trial 
board at hearings there last 
May 26. 

Among those suspended were 
four officers of the local union 
who were indicted in the theft of 
union funds. They are Edward J. 
Hill, president; Orville Golden, 
secretary-treasurer; Earl Jenkins 
and Paul Hulahan, business agents. 

Others are Richard Black, vice- 
president; George Wood, recording 
and corresponding secretary; Mike 
Franklin, Daniel Marshall and 
John Walters, embers of the exe- 
cutive board of the local; Nick 
Emma, guard, and Clifton Chaney, 
sergeant-at-arms. 

Concerning. these, the board's de- 
ciston stated each was found 
guilty of acts of commission or 
ommission in violation of interna- 
tional or local union constitutions. 

10-Year Suspension. * 

“Each is suspended from office 
and position,” the decision con- 
tinued, “and it is further held that 
they are hereby forbidden, prohib- 
ited and debarred from running 
for, or holding any office, or posi- 
tion as business representatives, 
and from attending meetings, and 
from in any way having any posi- 
tion in any capacity whatsoever 
in local Unign No, 42 in St, Louis,, 
Mo., or in any other local union 
and district council affiliated with 
the International Hodcarriers 
Building and Common Laborers’ 
Union for a period of 10 years 
from the date hetfeof, except that 
upon the expiration of five years 
from the date hereof, they may pe- 
tition the general executive board 
of the International Union for re- 
instatement of their full rights and 
membership.” 

Three trustees, also suspended, 
are John Merriell, William H. 
O’Shea and Lloyd Spece. In their 
cases, however, the board ‘speci- 
fied the suspensions were made 
“without prejudice,” which union 
officers said, means they may hold 
office again at some future date. 

Hill and Golden were convicted 
in Circuit Court a year ago of par- 
ticipating in the theft of union 
funds. They are both at liberty 
under $6000 bonds each, pending an 
appeal of their convictiong to the 
State Supreme Court. 

Jenkins, the first officer of 
the local to face trial, was ac- 
quitted. Hulahan is awaiting trial. 
The union here is now in charge 
of Theodore Nischwitz, interna- 
tional union representative. 

Accuser of Officers. 

The union’s charges against the 
local officers were filed by Joseph

WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP). 
'— Transportation Director Joseph 
B, Eastman, who wantg to avoid

“There are discomforts,” he told 
a House Appropriations subcom- 
mitteee in testimony made public 
today. “After people stand that 
once or twice, and undergo these 
discomforts, they do not want. to 
travel as much as they had there- 
'tofore.” But, he continued, if the 
discomforts, plus a campaign to 
| reduce unessential travel fail, “we 
may have to dig down into our 
basket” for some system of prior- 
ities, 

Vacation travel is “unessential,” 
the Office of Defense Transporta- 


tion says, but it will, nevertheless, 
be condoned provided that vaca- 
tionists go to one point and remain 
there until it is time to go home 
again. ‘ 

Gadding around the country just 
for the sake of being on the go 
will not only be unpatriotic this 
year, the ODT says, but, with mili- 
tary traffic mounting to new peaks, 
civilian tourists will find the go- 
ing extremely uncomfortable, 

Fall and winter vacations are 
urged by the ODT as one means 
of relieving the summertime con- 
gestion on the railways and bus 
lines. 

To those who must travel, the 
ODT gave another warning: Ex- 
pect crowded conditions, delayed 
arrivals, lack of usual travel com- 
forts and be prepared r the 
worst.

WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP). 
—A °$2,921,441,504 omnibus appro- 
priations bill, for 18 Government 
war agencies was turned over to 
Congress today as the nation’s 
economic war chiefs told the 
story of progress on the home 
front. 

In 2100 printed pages of testi- 
mony were the explanations of 
top officials in charge of direct- 
ing economic life, from war pro- 
duction to consumer prices, There 
was praise and criticism from 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee which approved their 1944 al- 
locations with these words: 

“Great credit is due the war 
agencies for what has been ac- 
complished. Mistakes have been 
made and will be made, They are 
to be expected. There has been 
lost_motion, The speed of action 
would not have been attained 
without it.” 

WPB Chief's Estimates. 

Chairman Donald M. Nelson of 
the War Production Board testi- 
fied that “we are rapidly approach- 
ing the limit in our productive ca- 
pacity in this country.” He said 
the total] output in 1943 would 
reach approximately 180 billion dol- 
lars and said about half of it 
would be for direct war production. 

“From both thé military and the 
production point of view,” he said, 
“IT am convinced that we are in 
the midst of one of the greatest 
and most powerful developments 
in history—the development of an 
almost incredible striking power 
by means of aircraft.” 

“ .. I can report to- you that 
from now on expenditures for our 
air force will exceed by far the ex- 
penditures for any other single 
military category, reaching, before 
the end of 1943, an annual rate of; 
some tens of billions of dollars.”

ACCUSE ALLIS OF

TURKEY INTO WAR 


Report of Syria 
Border Closing—Sicily 
and Crete Likely ‘In- 
vasion Objectives, 
London Observers Say. 


ANKARA, Turkey, June 15 (De- 
layed) (AP).—Premier Sakru Sa- 
racoglu indicated todgy that Tur- 
key, astride the bridge between 
Europe and Asia and in a strate- 
gic position in the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean, is an enthusiastic partisan 
of the United Nations in their 
battle for world security. 


LONDON, June 16 (AP).—A bar- 
rage of Axis allegations of Allied 
“intrigues” designed to bring Tur- 
key into the war soon and of con- 
stantly growing Allied naval forces 
in the Central Mediterranean high- 
lighted enemy nervousness today. 

Unofficial military commentators 
here conjectured that the Allies 
might attempt the simultaneous 
capture of Sicily from North Af- 
rica, and Crete from the Middle 
East before invading the European 
mainland. 

These observers, who cannot be 
identified, said the renewed bomb- 
ing offensive against Sicily strongly 
pointed to that island as one of 
the first on the Allied invasion 
schedule, and that the reported 
sealing of the border between Tur- 
key and Syria might be a precau- 
tion to cover the secrecy of military 
movements, 

While Axis broadcasters spoke of 
a great Allied invasion fleet mass- 
ing in the western Mediterranean, 
they discounted the reports from 
Ankara that the Allies had closed 
the Syrian-Turkish border. They 
reported the Istanbul-Bagdad train 
was running as usual. 

“All that has been done is that 
frontier control has been, made 
more strict” with particular atten- 
tion to persons bearing Syrian or 
Iraq visas, the Berlin radio said.

WASHINGTON, June 16. — The 
right leg of Representative John 
J. Cochran of St. Louis was ampu- 
tated today at the Naval Hospi- 
tal, where the left leg was ampu- 
tated last January. It was an-

The operation was decided upon 
two days ago after a consultation 
among four resident surgeons, Dr. 
Alfred Blalock of Johns Hopkins 
and Dr. R. Emmett Kane, Coch- 
ran’s personal physician, who flew 
from St. Louis to Washington. 

Cochran went,to the hospital 
last summer for an operation to 
remedy an _ intestinal condition. 
Circulatory obstruction in the legs 
resulted. After the first operation, 
he resumed his duties at the Cap- 
itol, but after six weeks was com- 
pelled to return to the hospital. 
Just before the second amputation, 
he was quoted as saying: 

“It’s all right. I'll just have to 
learn to use artificial legs, like 
lots of other people.” 


PRO-NAZI NEWSPAPER REPORTS 
GERMAN-SOVIET PEACE TALKS 


STOCKHOLM, June 16 (AP).— 
The pro-Nazi Swedish newspaper 
Allehanda reported today that high 
German officers and Russian rep- 
resentatives, perhaps ranking dip- 
lomats, had met recently at a 
boarding house “somewhere in 
Sweden” to'discuss peace negoti- 
ations, but the conference failed. 

There was no confirmation of 
the report in any quarter, and com- 
petent observes expressed the be- 
lief the story might be a Nazi 
“propaganda plant” in an effort to 
breach United Nations unity. There 
have been previou@ groundless re- 
ports here of Russian-German 
“peace talks.” . 

The Allehanda story said the 
conference failed when the Ger- 
mans demanded the Ukraine, as 
well as the Baltic countries and all 
of Poland.

ANKARA, June 15 (Delayed)

AN ADVANCED ALLIED BASE 
IN NORTH AFRICA, June 16 
(AP).—Huge Allied air forces, tak- 
ing up after a two-day rest the 
task of destroying enemy air power 
in the Mediterranean, covered five 
air fields and other military tar- 
gets in Sicily with hundreds of 
tons of bombs in a round-the-clock 
offensive begun Monday night and 
continued through yesterday. 

The enemy lost 16 planes in com 
bat, compared with seven for the 
Allies.

Many Dogfights. 

In dogfights which attended the 
fierce rushes of the Allied air 
forces during daylight yesterday, 
11 planes of the enemy were shot 
down and at least 12 more dam- 
aged in the air, and scores were 
damaged on the ground. Six of 
those shot down were Messer- 
schmitt-109s. Five enemy planes 
were shot down Monday night,

WLB TO. RESIST 
WAGE RISES TO PAY 
WITHHOLDING TAX 


Says It Will Stick to Lit- 
tle Steel Formula if 
New Levy Increases 
Pressure. 


WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP).— 
The War Labor Board intends to 
stick by the Little Steel Formula 
—limiting pay increases to 15 per 
cent above January, 1941, levels— 
through “thick and thin” despite 
anticipated pressure from workers

Representative Ludlow (Dem.), 
Indiana, pointed out that next 
month “millions of wage earners 
throughout the — will find 
20 per cent less in their pay en- 
velopes on account of the with- 
holding tax” and asked Taylor if 
the board anticipated “that human 
nature will generate some pressure 
for a wage increase.” 

‘ “Educational” Job Needed. 

Taylor said that a large scale 
“educational job” would be needed, 
and that information releases and 
instructions to wage and hour of- 
fices were being prepared to that 
end. 

Ludlow asked if the board was 
going to stick to the Little Steel 
formula “through thick and thin 
throughout the period of emerg- 
ency,” and Taylor replied: 

“That is our intention. As a 
matter of fact, we have no alter- 
native .. . It would require a 
change in the executive order to 
permit the board to deviate from 
that Little Steel formula.” 

He used a simile of his colleague 
on the board, Dr. Frank Graham, 
to describe the'board’s position in 
the coal mine strike—that “the big 
bully of the town” got only three 
strikes when he came to bat “just 
like the little fellow” in sandlot 
games, 

Lewis Won't Get Four Strikes 

In other words, John L. Lewis

Michigan Shipbuilder Op- 
poses Law on Renegoti- 
ating Deals, Says Rate 


Was Only 3.6 Pct. 


WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP).— 
A Michigan shipbuilder told the 
House Naval Committee today that 
his firm, building small vessels 
for the Navy, had realized in 1942 
a $734,756 profit, after payment of 
taxes, on a capital investment of 
approximately $600,000. 

The witness, Harry DeFoe of 
Bay City, Mich., operating the 
DeFoe Shipbuilding Co. as a part- 
nership with his brother, two sons 
and a nephew, contended that the 
profit should not be _ reduced 
through renegotiation with the 
Navy Price Adjustment Board. 

Preliminary details of the firm's 
financial structure, its past and 
potential profits, and its pending 
Navy contracts were disclosed by 
DeFoe under questioning as he 
called on the naval committee for 
sharp modification of the statute 
authorizing recovery of excessive 
profits. 

Estimates Profit at 3.6 Pct. 

He said the firm’s ($734,736 
profit was realized on business of 
$22,773,405, and after taxes amount- 
ed to “only 3.6 per cent.” The ques- 
tion of readjusting that profit ig 
pending before the Navy Price Ad- 


i justment Board. 


DeFoe said the Navy board 
wanted to cut the firm gross 
profits of $5,087,000 by $2,500,000, 
an action that would cut approxi- 
mately in half its net profits. 

He said he owned one-third of 
the partnership, his two sons an- 
other third, and his brother, a 
New York lawyer, and the latter's 
son, the balance. He testified that 
his own salary had been boosted 
from $25,000 in 1941 to a in 
1942. 

DeFoe reported that his two 
sons were brought into the part- 
nership recently as they came of 
age and that they received annual 
salaried of $10,000 each. Repre- 
sentative Magnuson (Dem.), Wash- 
ington, commenting that one of 
the sons could “not be more than 
23 or 24 years old,” drew -from 
DeFoe an estimate that the son 
would be entitled to more than 
$100,000 from the firm’s last year’s 
profits. 

Some Camden Salaries Doubled. 

Testimony was produced before 
the committee that salaries of 
some executives of New York 
Shipbuilding Co., Camden, N. J., 
had beer doubled since the com- 
pany began a huge naval ship con- 
struction program. 

The salary increases on Govern- 
ment business dréw criticism from 
committee members, but were de- 
fended by K. F. Metten, chairman 
of the company’s board. 

Testimony was presented that 
Metten’s salary was $32,000 in 1939, 
before the war, $75,000 in 1941 and 
now is $60,000.

BROWN DEFENDS SUBSIDY 
ON MEAT, TAFT ATTACKS IT

Senator Predicts at Hearing That ‘You Are 
Not Going to Have Any for Civilians 


Month.’ 


WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP).— 
Criticising attempts of Price Ad- 
ministrator Prentiss Brown to roll 
back retail prices, Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, told Brown at a con- 
gregsional hearing today that, be- 
cause of “demoralization” of mar- 
kets, “you are not going to have 
any meat for civilians in the next 
month.” 

Taft contended that efforts of 
the Office of Price Administration 
to cut back prices charged by 
packers, with the promise of sub- 
sidies, had virtually halted packer 
purchases on all of the major meat 
Markets in the country. 

Brown, defending plans for sub- 
sidy payments to hold prices down 
in testimony before the Senate 
Banking Committee, replied that 
unusually large meat purchases 
for the Army are to blame for any 
threatened civilian shortage rath- 
er than confusion over the roll- 
back proposal. He said the Army 
and Navy now were taking 45 per 
cent of the country’s meat supply. 

At one time Brown said that, if 
living costs remain stationary, a 
projected 450-million-dollar subsidy 
to offset decreases in the retail 
price of butter, meats and even- 
tually coffee, would “do the job.” 
He added: 

“But, if costs increase, and I 
fear they will, I think it will be 
necessary to go much further.” 

Pressed by committeemen for a 
specific amount, Brown said he 
thought that “the President's $1,- 
500,000,000 program is what is nec- 
essary if we want to hold to the 
Sept. 15 (1942) levels.” 


Challenged by Taft. 


Challenged by Taft to show au- 
thority for the payment of subsi- 
dies to hold down retail prices, 
Brown replied that it would be im- 
possible to administer the price 
control act effectively unless such 
action were taken. 

He;said retail prices could be 
lowered by paying a subsidy to the 
farmer through the packers. 

“This subsidy will not increase 
production by one pound,” Taft 
snapped. 

“It will prevent us from doing 
what we have the legal right to do 
—rolling back the price at the 
farm,” Brown replied warmly. He 
said he is certain Congress doesn’t 
want to follow the latter course. 

The Senate Banking Committee 
is considering prohibiting o- lMmit- 
ing Federal subsidy payments, and 
Brown said at one point that he 
conceded the Price Control Act 
provides for such payments only 
to encourage production. 

“But,” he added, “considering the 
limitations of the act, the choice 
of the Price Administrator is this: 
Shall we, in order to bring the 
price of beef, for example, to the 
Sept. 15, 1942, levels, roll back the 
price to parity or subsidize?” 

Brown contended that the Price 


Control Act “provides that the 
Price Administrator may subsidize 
if he has the money.” 

“We have definite limitations on 
us,” he asserted, “and it isn’t to be 
construed that Congress is telling 
us to do the impossible thing.” 

Taft said there was a meat short- 
age in many.communities “simply 
because the rollback is so impossi- 
ble to administer.” ; 

“The inefficient and ineffective 
way the rollback has been operat- 
ed is producing the shortage,” he 
said. “The packers are not buy- 
ing meat because they don’t know 
whether they will get the subsidy.” 

“They are going to get it and 
they know it,” replied Brown. 

President Roosevelt, who told a 
press conference yesterday that, ‘if 
congressional critics of the sub- 
sidy idea knew of a better way to 
buck inflation, they could come 
out with it, mentioned $1,500,000,000 
to two billion dollars ag the pos- 
sible cost. (A report of Roose- 
velt’s press conference remarks is 
on Page 1B.) 


“Raid, a Cheat and a Fraud.” 


Senator Bushfield (Rep.), South 
Dakota, said the President’s ap- 
proval of the subsidy payment 
plan “demonstrates that the White 
House’s only solution to an eco- 
nomic problem is a raid on the 
United States Treasury.” 

Bushfield told a radio audience 
last night that the price roll-back 
program is “a cheat and a fraud 
upon the American people, con- 
ceived by the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration to fool the people into be- 
lieving that the Administration is 
reducing the cost of living.” 

The cost of the subsidies, 
said, would have to be paid by 
the taxpayers, plus interest 
charges and administration costs. 
With the Government administer- 
ing the system, he added, “the cost 
will be from two to three times 
the total amount of the subsidies.” 

Meat Subsidy Rates. 

Secretary of Commerce Jones an- 
nounced yesterday that subsidy 
payments to meat slaughterers 
would range from .95 of a cent per 
pound to 1.3 cents, live weight. 
Jones, in his capacity as head of 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, said regulations to be an- 
nounced today, would provide for 
these payments:

Deposition Asserts  Of- 
ficer Took Snapshot 
After Inquiry in Jail 
Death Began.

GLENWOOD SPRINGS, Colo., 
June 16.—Testimony that St. Louis 
police obtained a photograph of 
Edward Melendes, taken just be- 


* fore his arrest last July 24, and 
concealed it was given in a deposi- 
tion today by Circuit Judge Harry 
F. Russell of St. Louis, who con- 
ducted the original inquiry into 
the death of Melendes in a police 
cell July 27 from effects of a beat- 
ing. He also introduced the name 
of a,new witness in the case. 

Judge Russell’s deposition, con- 
cluded today, was begun yester- 
day with testimony of opposition 
encountered in his attempts to 
pursue the inquiry. His testimony 
was taken by Victor Packman, 
one ot the attorneys retained by 
the St. Louis Civil Liberties Com- 
mittee to defend Andrew Brinkley, 
Melendes’ celllmate now under in- 
dictment for second degree mur- 
der in the death of Melendes. 

It was a grand jury impaneled 
by Judge Russell, one of five 
which investigated various phases 
of the case, that indicted three St. 
Louis detectives—Walter C. Bauer, 
Edward Rung and Rino Mittino— 

on charges of manslaughter in the 
death of the then obscure Mexican 
waiter. Those indictments were 
quashed by Circuit Judge William 

L. Mason when the detectives’ 

lawyer, John¢L. Sullivan, pleaded 

prejudicial conduct by Judge Rus- 

sell. f 

Waitress Had Picture. | 

Judge Russell, apparently re- 
eovered from an illness which has 
kept him from the bench since 
February, testified that he had 
learned from Pvt. Edward Buck- 
shot, a key defense witness for 
Brinkley, that a friend of Me- 
lendes, Miss Marie Didman, had ob- 
tained a picture taken of Melendes 
at a tavern and night club in the 
3900 block of Olive street two hours 
prior to his arrest, showing him tg 
be in good physical condition then, 
and had placed it on her dresser. 

In unsuccessful attempts to lo- 
cate Miss Didman, a waitress, re- 
garded now as a new witness, 
Judge Russell testified that he 
learned from her employer that 
Police Sergt. Arthur Abbott, at- 
tached to the Newstead Avenue 
Station, one of the officers who 
arrested Melendes and his com- 
panions, had taken the picture 
from Miss Didman after the be- 
ginning of the investigation in 
September, 1942, of police treat- 
ment of Melendes. * 

“I thought it was significant the 
police should have taken that pic- 
‘ture of Melendes,” Judge Russell 
testified, “made two hours before 
his arrest, and concealed that pic- 
ture for weeks.” 

Judge Russell authorized Pack- 
man to obtain from the Judge’s 
locker in the Municipal Courts 
Building in St. Louis the white 
shirt with brown stripes, which 
Melendes wore at the time _ the 
photograph was taken. Packman 
intends to use the shirt as evi- 
dence in Brinkley’s trial. Judge 
Russell had got the shirt from a 
prisoner who had obtained it after 
the death of Melendes. 

Picture Given to Prosecutor. 

Judge Russell related that on 
Sunday, Oct. 25, when a grand jury 
was in session to hear Pvt. Buck- 
shot, who had to return to his 
military duties, he asked Sergt. 
Abbott if he had the picture which 
had been removed from Miss Did- 
man’s room and that the officer 
replied that he had it. 

_ “I told him that I wanted it to 
go before the jury that day,” Judge 
Russell said, “and he turned to a 
uniformed policeman and ordered 
him to get it. It was never de- 
livered to me but was delivered to 
the Circuit Attorney’s office. I 
have never seen it.” 

_ George D. Chopin, assistant Cir- 
. cuit Attorney, he added, subse- 
quently told him Abbott had given 
the picture to him. 

No further effort, Judge Rus- 
sell said, was made by him to lo- 
cate Miss Didman. Certain other 
prospective witnesses were not 
sought by him, he added “because 
I didn’t have time and couldn't 
have done more than I did in thése 
days.” 

One of the witnesses he had 
sought, but unsuccessfully, Judge 
Russell said was a man named 
James: Kell, who, the Judge had 
been informed, was at the New- 
stead Avenue Station at the time 
of the arrest of Melendes and was 
related to Wanita Johnson, ar- 
rested with Melendes and Brink- 
ley. 

Judge Russell disclosed that on 
the Saturday evening before the 
grand jury met he went to the 
tavern where Melendes was ar-

About 300 of the 312 workers in

Murray Asserts Approval of Measure Actual- 
ly Would Increase Work 
Stoppages.

WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP).— 
President Philip Murray of the 
CIO, asking President Roosevelt to 
veto the Connally-Smith,antistrike 
bill, contended yesterday it would 
“actually encourage stoppages and 
interruptions of work.” 

Murray's appeal was made in an 
open letter to the President. Be- 
fore it was made public, the Presi- 
dent avoided a direct reply to a 
press conference question § as 
whether he would sign the Dill. 
He said he was not sure it had 
reached the White House but if 
it had it had gone to the usual 
departments for recommendations. 
Secretary of Labor Perkins said 
she had received a routine request 
from the Bureau of the Budget for 
comment. She declined to say 
whether she had recommended ve- 
toing the bill but remarked, “Amer- 
ican labor made a pledge to the 
President and that’s that. I think 
they will keep their word.” She 
referred to the no-strike pledge, 
Criticises Bar on Political Gifts. 

Murray said the bill's prohibition 
on political contributions by labor 
unions was “very openly aimed at 
weakening the democratic struc- 
ture of our country by preventing 
the participation of the common 
people in our political life.” 

He said the bill would weaken,

He was 71 
years old.

Widely known. in national bank- 
ing and railroad circles, Mr. Lons- 


dale served in 1929 as president of 
the American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, and from 1921 to 1938 he was 
a director of the Eighth District 
Federal] Reserve Bank. Until 1937 
he was chairman of the board of 
the Mercantile-Commerce Bank 
and Trust Co. and thereafter he re- 
mained a member of the bank’s 
executive committee. 
Reared by Uncle. 

Orphaned in 1878 when his par- 
ents died of yellow fever in Mem- 
phis, Mr. Lonsdale was reared by 
an uncle in Hot Springs. His first 
business venture was in _ Hot

RACE RIOT HALTS

Clashes Follow Crimi- 
nal Assault on Wife of 
War Plant Employe. _ 


BEAUMONT, ‘Tex., June 16 
(AP).—After a night of rioting, 
in which a white man was killed 


and 10 others, white and Negro, 
were injured, thousands of work- 
ers at the Pennsylvania ship- 
yards walked out today, officers 
said, refusing to return to work 
until quiet was restored.

DUIPUT PLEDGED 
FOR SMALL PLANTS 


Federal Agency Head 
Says They Can Be Put 


Into Production on 


War, Civilian Needs. 


WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP).— 
A Federal agency came out flatly 
today with a pledge of normal 
production or better for approxi- 


mately 3000 of the 3500 small in- 
dustrial plants described as “dis- 
tressed” in these war times. 

In testimony before the House 
Appropriations Committee on na- 
tional war agencies appropriations 
for the next fiscal year, made pub- 
lic today, Brig. Gen. R. W. John- 
son, chairman of the Smaller War 
Plants Corporation, indicated his 
belief his agency can perform this 


service for the — industries. 


of the nation. | 

“There are ieweiinnatety 3500 
plants distressed—operating at less 
than 662-3 per cent of normal— 
and we describe normal as before 
the war,” General Johnson told the 
committee. 

He said his agency could get 
them back into production of 
needed war or civilian goods, 
“given the right setup and given 
no major change in the economy, 
and given the kind of an organiza- 
tion we require.” 

General Johnson appeared in 
support of his agency’s request for 
$18,000,401 for 1944, trimmed to 
$12,006,000 by the budget bureau. 
The committee confirmed the 
budget bureau’s recommendation. 

Johnson said there were 185,000 
plants in the United States of 
which he classified 100,000 as 
“small” or “emlpoying under 500 
employes” and 3500 “are in distress 
as of today.” 

Johnson said it ies ay guess,” 
but “from here out I would be in- 
clined to believe ‘that at least 65 
to 70 per cent of these (distressed) 
plants can be aided more by being 
put into essential civilian produc- 
tion than into the weapons of 
war.”

“There is a long way to go,” he 
added, “but the United Nations are 
definitely not losing the economic 
war. Our economic strength is still 
rising while both Germany and 
Japan are beginning to show the 
first signs of economic strain.” 

Savings by Price Control, 

Price Administrator Prentiss M. 
Brown asserted that price control 
measures had saved the Govern- 
ment $25,800,000,000 by the end of 
1942, and that amount. would in- 
crease to 70 billions by the end of 
1943 “if prices are held at current 
levels.” 

In the face of mounting congres- 
sional opposition to use of sub- 
sidies to keep down the cost of liv- 
ing, he told the committee that it 
would be impossible to get prices 
back to their September, 1942, level 
without their “substantial use.” 

Hint on Coal Rationing. 

Strong intimation was given 
that there would be some new 
rationing programs. Louls J. 
Kroeger, in charge of rationing for 
the Office of Price Administration, 
reported that there were eight 
under contemplation, six of which 
are contingent on directives yet 
to be issued. While both he and 
the committee avoided discussing 
their nature in fear that they 
might be upset by advance notice, 
Kroeger hinted that one of them 
might deal with coal. 

“Conditions being what they are 
at present,” he told the committee, 
“we have some plans under way 
here with respect to coal. Now, 
whether or not coal is going to 
have to be rationed is a question 
of many determinations. ,... But, 
should it become necessary to 
ration coal, then, certainly, the 
coming up of another winter 
makes it imperative that we go to 
work right away and develop that 
program.” 

Rubber Supply and Wages. 

Rubber Director William Jeffers 
reported that all the synthetic rub- 
ber plants should be in operation 
and producing by the end of the 
year, and that he wae counting on 
an output of about 800,000 long 
tons of synthetic rubber next year. 

He said that there would be at 
the end of this year about 140,000 
tons of synthetic and crude rubber, 
and estimated that production of 
synthetic rubber by early autumn 
of 1944 would reach the point 
where it could supply normal de- 
mands,

OWI Sending Typical Americans | 
To Tell British About Life in U. S. 


WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP).— 
Typical Americans, such as_ the 
mayor of a large city, an Iowa 
farmer, a woman community lead- 
er and education directors, are be- 
ing sent ta England by the Office 
of War Information to satisfy 
British interest in the people of the 
United States. 

This was disclosed today in testi- 
mony of Robert Sherwood, direc- 
tor of OWI’s overseas branch, be- 
fore a House, appropriations sub- 
committee. 

Sherwood told the subcommittee 
one purpose was to “clear up mis- 
conceptions and misunderstand- 
ings” in the British mind. OWI’s 
London office, he said, receives as 
many as 50 requests in a single 
month for speakers who can dis- 
cuss some aspect of American life 
and answer questions about the 
United States. 

Details of a gigantic propaganda 
campaign, ranging from distribu- 
tion of American drinking cups in 
Africa to leaflet barrages behind 
enemy lines were disclosed by the 
House Appropriations Committee 
as it recommended a fund of 
$34,472,504 for operations of the 


How OWI hopes to beat down 
resistance in enemy lands was ex- 
plained in detail by Elmer Davis, 
OWI head, during hearings on the 
bill. While indicating it was im- 
pressed by OWI's contribution to 
the war of nerves, the committee 
halved Davis’ request for a special 
10 million dollar fund to be used 
in a new propaganda campaign. 


“As offensive military action 
brings new territory over to the 
United Nations,” Davis told the 
committee, “we shall put ‘men on 
the ground operating printing 
presses, disseminating news, help- 
ing the Army carry on combat 
propaganda, and hitting the enemy 
behind the lines with everything 
we can to increase the tempo of 
his demoralization, as has been 
done successfully in Tunisia.” 


The committee recommended 
$22,500,000 for OWI's overseas 
pwork which, Davis said, is “frank- 
ly propaganda.” But “we stick to 
the truth abroad as well as at 
home,” he added, “we tell a true 
story to every area, but to each 
one we will tell the kind of true 
story that will best serve our in-

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FLORIDA NEGRO 
TAKEN FROM JAIL 
BEATEN 10 DEATH 


Four Masked Men Seize 
Prisoner Who Won Ap- 
-_peal From Conviction 


for Killing White Man. 


MARIANNA, Fia., June 1: (AP). 
— Cellos Harrison, 31-year-old 
Negro charged with killing a white 
man, was taken from the Jackson 
County Jail early today by four 
masked men and apparently 
clubbed to death. 

Harrison’s body was found at 
daylight on a road five m’les south 
of Marianna, which is 75 miles 
west of Tallahassee, 

Deputy Sheriff A. J. McMullen 
eaid Harrison had been killed by 
blows on his head, and added: 
“We didn't find any bullet holes in 
his body.” 

Night Jailer Tom Belser said 
four men appeared at the jail 
zoon after midnight and told him 
they had a drunken man they 
wanted locked up. When Belser 
opened the jail door, one of the 
men, all of whom were masked, 
threatened him with a pistol, while 
the others took Harrison from his 
¢eell. Belser said he didn’t recog- 
nize any of the men. 

Lieut. Reid Clifton of the State 
Highway Patrol headquarters in 
Tallahassee and four highway pa- 
trolmen were sent here on in- 
structions from Gov. Spessard Hol- 
Jland’s office to help local offi- 
cers. Several persons gathered 
about the jail during the early 
morning, but there was no further 
disturbance. 

A Coroner’s Jury was called to 
investigate Harrison’s death. 

Harrison once was convicted for 
the killing of Johnnie Mayo, fill- 
ing station operator, in an attempt- 
ed robbery in 1940. His convic- 
tion was affirmed by the Supreme 
Court, then, on rehearing was re- 
versed on the ground that a con- 
fession was not properly admissi- 
ble as evidence. The indictment 
against Harrison then was nol 
prossed by Circuit Court, and Har- 
rison was released. A new indict- 
ment was returned by*the Jackson 
County Grand Jury a few weeks 
ago, and Harrison was held in jail 
awaiting trial. 

In reversing the original convic- 
tion, the State Supreme Court said 
a signed confession used against 
Harrison ‘at hia trial was obtained 
under “influences calculated to de- 
jude the mind of the ignorant Ne- 
gro-of its far-reaching conse- 
quences.” The court did not elabo- 
rate. 

Harrison's trial had been set for 
next Monday. 


WAR BOND BUYING SLUMP: 
PAYMENT OF TAXES BLAMED 


WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP).— 
Americans cut their war bond pur- 
chases sharply this month, possibly 
to meet the heavy second quarter 
tax bill which fell due yesterday. 

The Treasury's daily’ statement 
fssued today showed that during 
the first 14 days of this month sales 
of war savings bonds totaled $331,- 
218,987, the lowest level in the last 
three quarterly tax payment pe- 
riods. 

Redemptions of war savings 
bonds so far this month amounted 
to $64,685,968. 


BLIND PRINTER 
GIVEN MEDAL FOR 
AID TO SIGHTLESS 


NEW YORK, June 16 (AP).— 
Louis W. Rodenberg, Jacksonville, 
Til, blind printer, musician and 
poet, won a medal yesterday for his 
achievements in helping the sight- 
less read literature and music. 

Blind since a childhood acctdent, 
he climaxed more than 25 years of 
work yesterday when he received 
the Migel medal for outstanding 
service tothe blind. The award, es 
tablished in 1937 by M. C. Migel, 
president of the American Founda- 
tion for the Blind, was presented 
by Helen Keller at the foundation's 
annual meeting. 

The citation praised Rodenberg, 
American editor of the Musical Re- 
view for the Blind, for achieve- 
ments in the development and uni- 
fication of Braille type for the Eng- 
lish speaking world,” and his 
“many scholarly and interesting 
contributions to professional liter- 
ature on the blind.” 

Rodenberg became director of 
printing at the Illinois School for 
the Blind at Jacksonville just two 
years after he received a secondary 
school diploma there. He ig an ac- 
complished musician on the cello 
and piano, and was one of the 
first persons to write four-part mu- 
sic in Braille.

should be created. He consulted 
experts who had participated in 
the creation of merit systems and 
in departmental consolidation in

Opposition From the Start. 

From the time the bills were in- 
troduced in the House it was

Roosevelt's Defense of Subsidies 
Indicates He Plans to Fight Farm 
Bloc on Higher Agricultural Prices 


Asserts Two Billions 


to Hold Down Rising 


Cost of Living Would Be Only Small Part 
of War Budget — Denies He Will Split 
OPA or Name Chester Davis Food Czar.

WASHINGTON, June 16. 


RESIDENT ROOSEVELT, vigorously and at great length late yes- 


essential foods, amounting to one 


and a half to two billion dollars. if necessary, as the only prac-|, 


ticable method yet found for curbing the rising cost of living. 


He denied that he planned split- 
ting up the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration, or that Food Admin- 
ister Chester C. Davis would be 
appointed food czar. 

The farm bloc in and out of 
Congress has been fighting the Ad- 
ministration’s subsidy program and 
for appointment of Davis as food 
czar. Many members of the con- 
gressional farm bloc have been 
working for higher farm prices, 
even to the point of the demand 
level, which would greatly increase 
the cost of living. 

The President told his press con- 
ference that a billion and a half or 
two billion dollars in subsidies 
would amount to one and a half 
or two per cent of the 100-billion- 
dollar war budget. If anybody has 
a better method, he added, he 
wished he would offer it, a bet- 
ter ’ole. 

Davis’ View of OPA Job. 

The proposal for a food czar, he 
said, came from persons who did 
not think things through and he 
revealed that Davis had said, for 
God's sake, don’t give me the OPA 
job. 

The President’s remarks, seem- 
ingly prepared, indicated that the 
White House intends to use all its 
power against the farm bloc. 
Roosevelt admitted the problem of 
keeping down the cost of living 
had not been solved, and he blamed 
disorganization and delays in vari- 
ous administrative agencies, which 
had taken from six weeks to two 
months for decisions on some im- 
portant matters. He decl&red that 
the Office of War Mobilization had 
been created two weeks ago to 
clear up this situation and prom- 
ised quicker and more effective ac- 
tion. 

Without mentioning Congress or 
the farm bloc, the President said 
there has been a lot of loose think- 
ing in Washington about the infla- 
tionary spiral. He, for one, did 
not want to put a dollar in the 
bank only to find a few years 
from now that it had only 50 cents 
purchasing power. 

Rents, he said, which take from 
22 to 26 per cent of the average 
family’s income, had been gener- 
ally stabilized throughout’ the 
country, as had clothing and furni- 
ture, which takes roughly 33 per 
cent. 
Food Costs Not Stable. 

But food cost, which take an- 
other 83 per cent, he continued, 
have not been stabilized and when 
Mrs. Mae Craig (a White House 
correspondent), goes to the A. & 
P., the increased costs loom pretty 


big, partly because they are paid 
in cash, The effect, he said, is 
psychological. : 

Emphasizing that he was not 
talking about the price of straw-, 
berries in January and other Jux- 
uries, he pointed out that if the 
cost of living is not stabilized, the 
consumers must pay, and the in- 
flationary spiral starts with de- 
mands for higher wages, which, if 
granted, increase food prices, and 
SO On, 

Short crops, production, process- 
ing and distribution costs, he con- 
ceded, have raised the price of 
some essential foods beyond the 
OPA ceilings, and the farmers, 
processors and distributors could 
not be expected to sell under cost. 

They are entitled to a legitimate 
profit. 

The country, he said, is divided 
into two groups, one with fluctu- 


}ating incomes, mostly in industry, 


whose incomes would be increased 
to meet the rising cost of living; 
the other with fixed incomes, in- 
cluding about six million white 
collar workers, 


Putting himself_in the class with 
reporters, the President asked 
whether he or they would get dou- 
ble salaries if food cost rose 100 
per cent. The white collar work- 
ers, he asserted, never have had 
adequate increases to meet infla- 
tion and they never will. 

If rising food costs are not sta- 
bilized, half the nation will suffer, 
he declared. 

Says Subsidies Are Fair. 

Therefore, he continued, unless 
somebody pays the difference be- 
tween higher costs and ceiling 
prices, not enough essential food 
will be produced and distributed. 
Subsidies, incentive payments, dif- 
ferentials, or whatever they are 
called, he concluded, are fair to 
farmers, processors, distributors 
and consumers. 

Asked if he had persuaded Con- 
gressional delegations to his views 
on subsidies, the President cau- 
tiously replied that he thought that 
the people-at the Capitol had be. 
gun to think about the inflation 
problem and subsidies. If they 
know & better way to hold down 
the cost of food, he said, he wished 
they would offer it. As yet, he as- 
serted, no better method has been 
suggested. 

Roosevelt said he had not re- 
ceived a report from the Depart- 
ment of Justice on the Navy De- 
partment-Standard Oil Co. of Calli- 
fornia contract concerning the Elk 
Hills (Cal.) naval petroleum re- 
serve. Legality of the contract is 
under investigation. 


Interpreting the War News 


TIME GROWS SHORT FOR NAZIS IN EAST 


By HENRY CASSIDY

NEW YORK, June 16.— 
ATCH for June 22, 1943, it 
may be another great date in 
the history of this war. It 

will be the second anniversary of 
the German invasion of Russia, 
the beginning of the third year 
of the enormous campaign which 
many thought, at its start, would 
last only three weeks to three 
months. But even more import- 
ant it will be the date by which 
Adolf Hitler, to make one more 
venture in the east, must have 
started on his course. 

Hitler has already lost one valu- 
able month of the fighting 
weather. A year ago, on May 8, 
he started his campaign on the 
Kerch peninsula of the Crimea. 
This year, he has let May slip 
past without a major move. 

That can be interpreted to mean 
the Germans will not strike in the 
south, that they have abandoned, 
for this year at least, any gamble 
on taking the Caucasus and the 
oil of Baku. 


Their Caucasus campaign last 
year was limited to a few divi- 
sions, designed as a_ diversion 
while they made their main ef- 
fort to strike north through Stal- 
ingrad against the heart of Rus- 
sia. That diversion proved fatal 
to their own plans, because it 
weakened their own strength in 
the battle of Stalingrad to a point 
where the Red Army could, and 
did, check them and throw them 
back beyond their Taganrog- 
Kharkov-Kursk starting point. 

They seem to be avoiding that 
mistake this year, the mistake, as 
Premier Stalin put it, of “chasing 
two hares at once.” 

The Caucasian bridgehead they 
clung to last winter, and are de- 
fending so stubbornly this spring 
around Novorossisk, now appears 
to have been left as a decoy for 
the Russians, who have not been 
feluded into diverting any great 


forces to this sector at the expense 
of the vital center. The Reds ap- 
pear to be battering down the 
bridgehead gradually, with artil- 
lery as the main weapon, but 
keeping their main forces oppo- 
site the principal German concen- 
tration on Russia’s central front. 

Having sacrificed a month of 
fighting time in the south, the 
Nazis cannot afford to lose a 
minute of their potential period 
of operations in the center. They 
started their momentous march 
east on June 22, 1941, after a late 
spring. They launched their major 
offensive June 22, 1942, from 
Kharkov. They must start again 
by June 22, 1943, if they are to 
get anywhere, 

Their major objective, through- 
out the war, has been destruction 
of the Red Army. The Germans’ 
capacity to strike at that goal has 
diminished progressively, and it is 
likely there will be only a single- 
front offensive in 1943. Probably 
the most the Germans could hope 
to do this year would be to knock 
the offensive power out of the Red 
Army before the Allies strike in 
the west, 


U, S. TO RELEASE 50,000,000 
BUSHELS OF WHEAT FOR FEED 


WASHINGTON, June 16 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt has signed 
legislation authorizing the sale for 
feed purposes of 50 million addi- 
tional bushels of Government-held 
wheat. 

The sale was recommended by J. 
B. Hutson, president of the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation, who 
wrote Chairman Fulmer (Dem.), 
South Carolina, of the House Agri- 
culture Committee that “the need 
for wheat fer feed is particularly 
critical at this time while the vol- 
ume of corn moving off farms is at 
a seasonally low level.” 

Under the legislation, the author- 
ized amount of sales was raised 
from 225 million to 275 million 
bushels,

, In these camps soldiers will walk 
along in groups, kidding and laugh- 
ing, and you'll hear them give each 
other mock orders of “Squads 
Right,” or “Halt.” 

The first time I heard that 
shouted word “Halt” down there I 
stopped dead still, and my heart 
skipped a couple of beats. For be- 
lieve me, when you're up at the 
front, halt means halt and no mon- 
key-business. Nobody ever says it 
in play, and when you hear it you 
freeze in your tracks. If you don’t, 
you're likely to get a bullet through 
you. 

It’s a sound that bears the same 
deadly warning as the whine of a 
shell or the hiss of a snake, and 
you obey it automatically and in-

Pets Are Scarce. 
OR some reason, and I can’t 
explain it, the troops in Centra] 
Africa don’t go in for pets the way 
they do up north. 

True, I’ve heard of soldiers who 
had baby giraffes for pets, and 
others who had monkeys and par- 
rots and even leopards. But they 
are rare. The small number of 
dogs is what amazed me. Up north 
the soldiers have thousands and 
thousands of dogs for pets.

Yanks Are Impressed. 
M ANY of our officers and men, 

by the nature of their jobs, 
have covered Africa from stem to 
stern. They know the whole con- 
tinent intimately, and they rattle 
off the merits of some unheard-of 
jungle river port as knowingly as 
they’d speak of Capetown or Cairo. 

And they are impressed. I’ve 
heard many an American say he’d 
sure got his eyes opened by com- 
ing over here. Before the war he 
was hardly aware that Africa 
existed. But now he sees the im- 
mense richness of the jungle and 
the plains going partially to waste; 
he wonders who said there was 
no more land left in the world to 
pioneer. 

Of course, the average soldier 
Swears that after the war he'll 
never set foot out of his home 
town again. But everybody isn’t 
average.

HE citation to all members

States submarine Argonaut 
stated: 

“On a war patrol conducted 
by the U. S. S. Argonaut in 
heavily patrolled waters, that 
vessel is known to have closed 
and ‘delivered a successful at- 
tack against an enemy destroy- 
er. As a result of a severe 
counterattack, the Argonaut 
was forced to break surface, but 
with no regard to personal safe- 
ty and in the face of imminent 


impending British-American offen- 
sive on a large scale.

Japanese losses passed the 1300 
mark in the first two weeks of 
June, during which 69 enemy air 
craft were brought down. - 
Fighter planes are given credit 
for shooting down about 900 of 
the total. Heavy Army bombers— 
Bl17s (Flying Fortresses) and B24s 
(Liberators)—shot down approxi- 
mately 200. Anti-aircraft fire from 
shore and ship batteries accounted 
for 100 more and Navy bombers 
bagged another 100. 

The balance of the enemy total 
was made up of enemy planes de- 
stroyed on the ground, by night 
fighters and observation planes. 
The largest score -for a single 
day’s action was 115 Japanese air- 
craft destroyed Oct. 26 in the bat- 
tle of Santa Cruz Island. The big- 
gest total for one month was 370 
for October when the battle for 
Guadalcanal was at its highest 
pitch. 

The official monthly scores fol- 
low: 

August, 229; September, 119; 
October, 370; November, 138; De- 
cember, 87; Japuary, 111; February,

His address was broadcast by the 
Tokyo radio. 


Shimada made the claim the 
Japanese had sunk 13 Allied battle- 
ships, 11 aircraft carriers, 55 
cruisers, 56 destroyers, 128 sub- 
marines and 69 other warships, be- 
sides sinking 369 merchant ships. 
totaling 2,250,000 tons. He said 
that 5214 Allied planes had been 
shot down or otherwise destroyed. 


Shimada asserted “the decisive 
stage is fast approaching” in the 
Southwest Pacific, with Japanese 
forces carrying out “large-scale op- 
erations” in that area. 


An Associated Press tabulation 
shows Japanese ship losses an- 
nounced by the United States total 
587 since Pearl Harbor. Included 
are three battleships, six aircraft 
carrier, 42 cruisers, 81 destroyers, 
33 submarines and 47 minor war 
vessels, 


Announced United States losses 
total 100, including one battleship, 
four aircraft carriers, eight 
cruisers, 24 destreyers, seven sub- 
marines, not including one lost in 
a blackout, and 31 minor warships.

Regardless 
how little he may steal, it’s called a 
felony and he is liable to at least two 
to five years in prison. 

The Anaconda Wire & Cable Co. of 
Fort Wayne, Ind., has been convicted 
of making and delivering defective war 
materials to the Government to the ex- 
tent of about $5,000,000. In time of war, 
I do not know of a more serious crime. 
It’s sabotage at its worst. It is still 
more deplorable if this crime is com- 
mitted by an American company. The 
boys at the front can’t fight with de- 
fective weapons. The job is hard enough. 

Judge Slick, a Federal Judge, fined 
this corporation and its members $100 
to $10,000 and various jail sentences, the 
jail sentences to be stayed if the fines 
are paid. He said, in passing sentence, 
“I don't think one of these defendants 
is of the criminal type.... They have 
made a serious mistake, but they have 
already suffered more than any real 
criminal.” 

Do you know of anyone suffering more 
than starving humanity? Men who steal 
to keep body and soul together are fel- 
ons. Any number of court records tell 
what they usually get for stealing. They 
suffer far more than a bunch of crooks 
furnishing defective war “materiel to 
our armed forces, — 

It's a “slick” way of putting it. But 
I hardly think that the boys at the 
front and the people will indorse such a 
verdict.

IN FAIRNESS TO OPA. 


Mr. Roosevelt yesterday defended the OPA, and 
said flatly he had no intention of taking away its 
food-pricing function. This is opportune, since OPA 
lately seems to have become a favorite whipping boy 
of virtually all comers. ; 

Even if it worked perfectly, the agency would not 
be popular; and if very many people ever got round 
to liking it, that would probably be a good sign that 
it was doing its job very badly indeed. 

It will harm no one, however, to give this ugly 
duckling of public administration its due. All of 
us depend on OPA, desperately. It i8 all We have 
to perform a task so large as to bog down the 
imagination. We look to it to keep us from de- 
priving the armed forces of any food and supplies, 
and to save us from being swamped by rising prices. 

A great deal is heard of black markets, viola- 
tions of gasoline rationing, spiraling prices of food- 
stuffs and other points of failure. It should: be 
remembered that there are also many points of 
success, and that so far they outnumber the failures 
markedly. 

Gasoline rationing is saving tremendous amounts 
of vital rubber and fuel. Most markets are white 
markets, where regulations are observed and con- 
trols are functioning smoothly. Rent control is 
working reasonably well and has earned the in- 
articulate but sincere gratitude of the people. Food 
price controls, unsatisfactory as they are, have put 
a brake upon inflation, provided a measure of pro- 
tection for the housewife’s purse and saved bDil- 
lions of dollars, reflected in tax savings to the pub- 
lic, for the largest food purchasers of all—the Army, 
the Navy and lend-lease. | 

In view of the magnitude of the task and the 
obstacles that have been put in the way, the re- 
markable fact is that OPA has not made more mis- 
takes, that it has been able to achieve so much, 

OPA is seriously handicapped by a shortage of 
investigators and enforcement agents. It must de- 
pend to a large extent upon volunteers, many of 
them untrained. Large staffs worked day and 
night, with no compensation for extra work over 
48 hours a week, to prepare the recent lists of 
ceiling prices on foodstuffs. 

Our country has never befcre had to do any- 
thing like what OPA is having to do now. By 
contrast with the present system, rationing in the 
United States in the first World War was of small 
consequence, So far, OPA has done a pretty good 
job, all told—has done, in fact, much more for the 
public than the public has done to uphold OPA’s 
hands and increase its effectiveness. 
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AN INQUIRY INTO FOOD-FOR-EUROPE PROPOSALS. 

There is a strong humanitarian appeal in the pro- 
posal for sending food to the starving populations 
of countries under Axis occupation, and the plan 
has received widespread public support. It is reas- 
suring news, therefore, that a Senate subcommittee 
is about to begin hearings on this subject, and will 
seek to find answers to questions as to whether the 
plan is practical, and whether the Axis will benefit. 

Senator Gillette, a member of the subcommittee, 
emphasizes the importance of the project by stating 
that unless they get food, “many of our allies in the 
conquered countries may be dead before they are 
liberated.” He notes that food has been going to 
Greece for several months under supervision of 
Sweden, Switzerland and the Red Cross, “without 
benefit to the Germans,” according to the State De- 
partment. 

The plight of these conquered peoples, particular- 
ly their children, is a desperate one. If the Senate 
obtains satisfactory evidence that our enemies will 
not benefit, many lives can be saved and strong 
support for the Allies can be roused by a program 
of food relief, 
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HOW TO ACCEPT WITH PLEASURE. 

Gen. Henri Giraud hag been invited to visit Wash- 
ington and, since he wants to be pleasant but isn’t 
thinking of leaving North Africa at the moment, he 
has accepted “in principle.” It’s a catchy idea. 

We can envision an era in which no one will ac- 
cept an invitation anywhere unless he wants to. 
“I consider your tea party of next Thursday after- 
noon a sound proposition,” “I accept with pleasure 
all the basic assumptions of your kind invitation to 
dinner at 8 o’clock on the 15tb inst.,” and sim- 
ilar formulas, now that Gen. Giraud has broken the 
ice, may come to be accepted procedure. Accepted? 
Nay, leaped at. 

If all the time taken up by entertaining and be- 
ing entertained by bores were suddenly available to 
all, books would get read, introductions would be 
effected between parents and children, buttons would 
be sewed on and the millennium would be hitting on 
12 cylinders. The way has been shown. Just reply 
to unwanted invitations, “I accept in principle,” and 
don’t go near the place. 
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THE SENATE SETS THE CLOCK BACK. 

The Senate turned the clock back with a venge- 
ance when, by a vote of 42 to 29, it passed the Mc- 
Kellar bill giving it power of confirmation over 
some 27,000 Federal employes who are paid $4500 
or more a year. This, ag the President said, is the 
very opposite of the merit system. It throws the 
most exacting jobs in the Government service into 
the patronage grab-bag. ° / 

Of course, the House may reject this bill for the 
simple reason that there ig nothing in it for its mem- 
bers. The measure would put thousands of Jobs at 
the disposal of the Senators without passing even 
a small slice of this patronage melon on to the 
Representatives. 

However, there is a possibility that House ap- 
proval may be obtained through an old-fashioned 
legislative bribe. Senate leaders may offer to ac- 
cept a pet House bill in return for a Yes vote on 
the McKellar bill, Indeed, there has been some talk 
that the Senate might reverse its fine stand against 
the arbitrary “discharge” of Robert Morss Lovett, 
William Dodd Jr. and Goodwin Watson from the 
Federal service. The House is insisting on this in 
support of its two “smear” committees, those headed 
by Representatives Dies and Kerr. That would be 
a travesty on democratic government. 

If the McKellar bill becomes law, it will put 
every responsibile executive employe of the Govern- 
ment under the thumb of the Senate. Each and 
every such employe, in the first place, will be de- 
pendent on senatorial pleasure for his appointment. 
Political acceptability, rather than training and 
talent, will be the prime consideration for holding a 
Federal position. Even those competent men who 
might obtain appointment would, at the very start 
of their careers, be given a powerful warning that 
they must “get along” with Congress, 

Favoritism would become rampant. A hint of this 
was the attempt to exempt the TVA, a congressional 


pet because of the skill with which it has managed 
its relations with Capitol Hill, from the provisions 
of the pending measure. As a matter of logic, there 
was no more reason for exempting TVA from this 
rule than any other agency. All of them require 
the services of experts—the ICC, the NLRB, the SEC, 
the FTC and the rest just as much as the TVA. All 
of them should be staffed on a non-political basis. 

However, it is just because Leon Henderson so 
staffed the OPA that the McKellar bill was intro- 
duced. When Henderson handed jobs to Republicans 
and Democrats alike, most of the administration 
Senators rose up in arms. No less than 34 Demo- 
crats voted for the bill and only eight oppcsed it. 

If, by any chance, this measure should be passed 
by the House, the President ought to veto it without 
the slightest hesitation. 
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HIC JACET. 

The Donnell reform program died yesterday. 

The Senate Committee on Retrenchment and Re- 
form (an odd name under the circumstanees) yes- 
terday defeated the Governor’s program for consoli- 
dation of State tax assessment and collection agen- 
cies. Some weeks ago, the House plunged the 
snickersnee into the Governor’s merit system bill, 
Nothing now remains of Mr. Donnell’s major pro- 
posals for economy and efficiency in Missouri gov- 
ernment. 

The Governor put up a nice, clean little fight for 
these measures. He sent a message to the Legisla- 
He made speeches over the State and he ad- 
dressed the Legislature in person. But no soap. 
The Legislature laughed at him. Perhaps the 
trouble is that the Governor's fight with the tough 
politicos was just too ladylike. For an example of 
the kind of fight necessary to beat the Legislature 
into line—a fight that succeeded—let Mr. Donnell 
look up Gov. Stark’s battle for the Kansas City 
police bill. 

Meanwhile, as one progressive measure after an- 
other is smothered at Jefferson City, the coming 
Constitutional Convention assumes greater and 
greater importance, The convention can give Mis- 
sourl a new lease on life if it only will. 
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AN ITALIAN PLAGIARISM OF CHURCHILL. 
“Stand by for invasion” is the new slogan of the 
Italian radio, and a Rome broadcaster has followed 
through with a defiant speech, in part as follows: 
Our men are ready at their guhs, our planes 
are ready and our sailors are on the watch for 
the decisive phase approaching. BHvery Italian 


is ready to fight and fight until final victory 
is achieved. 


This sounds like a plagiarism—and a weak, un- 
certain one, at that—of Winston Churchill’s ringing 
address immediately after Dunkerque, The Church- 
ill speech is destined to be numbered among the 
masterpiecés of English oratory, with its atirring 
close: “We shall go on to the end, we shall fight 
in France, we shall fight on the seas and oceans, 
we shall fight with growing confidence and grow- 
ing strength in the air, we shall defend our island, 
whatever the cost may be, we shall fight on the 
beaches, we shall fight on the landing grounds, we 
shall fight in the fields and in the streets, we shall 
fight in the hills; we shall never surrender .. .” 

The Italian speaker's words sound like a distant 
echo of Churchill’s, though, of course, Mussolini is 
still to be heard from. But even if the stentorian 
Il Duce memorized Churchill's historic words and 
declaimed them from the Palazzo Venezia balcony 
with all his former fervor, he wouldn't, under the 
present circumstances, sound convincing, 
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REFUGEES WITHIN THE REICH. 

Germans are undergoing a new and terrible expe- 
rience. The wholesale evacuation of homes, hereto- 
fore suffered only by their opponents in the war, 
is now being forced upon great sections of the Ruhr 
population and elsewhere in Western Germany. ‘ 

German newspapers reaching Switzerland tell of 
Government orders for an exodus from Dueséeldorf 
and other cities, where only men are left behind to 
work on repairs and in the remaining factories. 
Their families are to be billeted in areas consid- 
ered safe, but Hitler's newspaper, the Voelkischer 
Beobachter, warns: “What today is happening to 
our fellow-citizens in Western and Northwestern 
Germany can happen to you and to me.” 

It appears from .these Nazi sources that there is 
plenty of bitterness over the evacuation, among both 
the refugees and their hosts. Evacuees are admon- 
ished not to make the demands of hotel guests in 
their new homes, not to upset the village life of 
the people, to be content with discomforts and lack 
of conveniences. Similarly, the hosts are being 
urged to sympathize with the plight of the dispos- 
sessed, and are told that words are not enough; 
“only deeds will help.” The vigorous attack on 
rumor-mongers by Hitler’s paper indicates that they 
ave numerous and troublesome, 

The English people went through the air blitz 
ordeal grimly and without cracking. It is too early 
to know,the full story of the German people’s mo- 
rale, but there are signs that nerves are on edge 
and complaint is widespread, And there is no com- 
fort for Hitler’s unhappy subjects in the knowledge 
that more and gregter air attacks on their strong- 
hold are to come.

HE Federal Communications Commis- 
T sions network regulations become ef- 

fective this week. The public won't 
notice the difference. Network schedules 
will remain about the same. Top-rated pro- 
grams will be keyed from the same studios 
and heard over the same wave lengths. 
Advertisers will be paying the same rates; 
talent will draw those fancy figures. 


So people ask: “What's all the shooting 
about?” 


It’s hard for broadcasters to give a quick 
answer, Radio functions by split seconds. 
But the story of the Supreme Court’s new 
radio philosophy and its effect upon the 
freedoms can’t be told that fast. Till now, 
radio didn’t know how to tell it; the in- 
dustry’s public relations have been bad. 


June 15 deserves a spot on radio’s calen- 
dar as a day for sackcloth and ashes, mark- 
ing the loss of its freedom. The Supreme 
Court opinion gives the FCC the right to 
regulate network broadcasting in a manner 
never contemplated by Congress. But, in- 
finitely more important, it gives the FCC 


‘control over the “composition of the traf- 


fic” over the air. That purely and simply 
means control over programs. The FCC 
hasn't yet invoked that authority. The net- 
work regulations are the first easy lesson. 


No Complaint From Public. 


Why has all this developed when there 
hasn't been a murmur of complaint from 
the people who, after all, are those to be 
served? What has been radio's failing? 
It has the loudest and most enticing voice 
ever devised by man, It has sold the war 
effort, culture, religion, entertainment, en- 
lightenment, government, politicians, bonds, 
fats, scrap metal drives, peace and 
whole range of commodities and services. 
But it has never sold itself. 


Politicians with axes to grind and bureau- 
crats grabbing for control of this most pow- 
erful and effective of media shriek about 
the “radio monopolies” and about an in- 
dustry rolling in wealth. One good-sized 
department store on Main Street in any 
good market will do more in turnover than 
any of the networks. Sears-Roebuck, or 
perhaps Macy’s, will top the whole group 
combined, 

The politicians how! in terms of Radio 
City, with its multi-floored studios, marble 
halls, escalators, rubber-neck tours and uni- 
formed guides, as monuments to radio's 
suddenly acquired wealth. Untold is the 
fact that Radio City is a Rockefeller real 
estate development, that the networks sim- 


the’ 


ply are relatively small rent-paying tenants, 
who have sold Radio City, but not them- 
selves. All down the line, people are led to 
believe that a station license is a key to 
the mint. Even the FCC personnel believe 
and resent it. 


What they don’t realize is that radio 
didn’t just develop full bloom overnight; 
that it took sweat and toil and plant in- 
vestment and foresight and gambles and 
losses to start in business. Latterly, too, 
it may have taken some political pressure, 
but that’s boomeranging. 


They don’t realize that radio is the most 
hazardous business extant; that stations 
hang on the slender thread of license re- 
newal at two-year intervals; that they live 
by the whim and caprice of an agency of 
seven men, any four of whom exercise 
control. Under the Frankfurter opinion, 
those four men can do anything at will, 
provided a hearing is accorded, They have 
but to say that “a larger and more effective 
use of radio” will accrue in the public in- 
terest in decapitating a station, whatever 
the reason. 


Law Unchanged Since 1927. 


All this has happened while Congress, 
charged with the responsibility of carrying 
out the will of the people, has stood by. 
For 16 years, Congress hasn’t acted on any 
substantive change in the radio law. Com- 
pare radio of 1927 with radio today! 


Meanwhile, the executive and judicial 
branches have moved in. They have leg- 
islated where Congress has failed to act. 
The legislative power, under democratic 
precepts, belongs to Congress alone. So 
let those who seem to have an abiding 
faith in our administrative processes con- 
tinue to take time by the forelock. They 
have but to look at a succession of broken 
promises to learn that nothing happens in 
Congress unless there is the incentive, the 
inspiration and the will, 


Radio must have a national policy. It 
has the Commando job, at his stage, for 
all the media of expression. The newspa- 
pers, not yet directly attacked but next 
in line, should heed the warning. Control 
of “composition of the traffic” by Govern- 
ment fiat is not an idle phrase restricted 
to radio. Newspapers carry traffic, too. So 
do the other media. 

Radio can't have its national policy until 
the legislative pattern is set.

A Battleship Without a Name 
That Defied Japs’ Air Power 


“Old Nameless: The Epic of a U. 8. Battlewagen,” 
by Sidney Shaiett.

UNITED STATES battleship, not yet 

identified by name, shot down 32 
Japanese planes and sent two-score more 
scurrying home on Oct. 26, 1942, off the 
Santa Cruz Islands. In the three-day battle 
of Guadalcanal in mid-November, the same 
vessel was the most deadly fighter of a 
fleet that sank five Japanese warships. 
The heroic story is thrillingly told in this 
book by a Washington correspondent of the 
New York ‘Times, 

These exploits have been recounted in 
two articles in the Saturday Evening Post 
by the captain of the battleship, Tom 
Gatch. The Santa Cruz action is the sub- 
ject of two paintings reproduced in color 
on the first page of last Sunday's 
Post-Dispatch Pictures section. When the 
Second World War has become a tale that 
is told, it seems altogether likely that the 
epic of “Old Nameless” will still electrify

Mr. Shalett tells the story superlatively 
well, with swift pace and fascinating de 
tail. The reader gets what is certainly the 
next-best thing to exploring in person the 
romantic labyrinth of a floating, fighting 
city, chumming with its crew and occupy~ 
ing a front-row seat for two of the most 
thundering battles in United States naval 
history. 

To. the navy tacticians, “Old Nameless” 
is a symbol and a glory because this fight- 
ing craft is an answer-signed, sealed and 
delivered to the air-power enthusiasts who 
contend that the battleship has become ir- 
relevant and immaterial in modern war- 
fare. “Old Nameless” not only fought a 
crushing weight of air power right down 
from the skies, but—and here is what par- 
ticularly tickles the naval strategists—she 
was, instead of being protected by fighter 
craft, herself actually protecting an air- 
craft carrier, and successfully defended her 
ward as well as herself from the Japanese 
bomber and torpedo planes.

Nazis and Germans. 

HIS is a historical and theoret- 

ical view of Germany which I 
do not share. It seems to be my 
fate to be perennially unpopular 
on the question of Germany; to 
have been first accused of emo- 
tional exaggeration about the 
Nazis, and now to be accused of 
too much tolerance of the Ger- 
man people. 

But if I was right about the hor- 
ror and danger of Naziism it was 
because I analyzed Naziism, not 
because I analyzed the German 
mind, as such. Those who in- 
terpreted Fascism as a peculiar- 
ity of certain national mentalities 
rather than as a coalition of social 
forces, latent in all countries, and 
called into play under certain cir- 
cumstances, have been proved 
wrong. Even the German opposi- 
tion to Hitler was wrong about 
this. In the early days of Hitler’s 
movement, the German democra- 
cies laughed it to scorn with the 
slogan, “Germans are not Ital- 
jans.” 


But apart from the theoretical 
merits of arguments pro and con 
the German people, what are the 
actual facts about the unity of all 
the Germans in this war? Is the 
Nazi structure really so deeply in- 
trenched and monolithic as the 
Nazis themselves claim? 

Apparently the farther off one 
is the more imposing seems the 
unity. Those correspondents closer 
to Germany report serious rifts. 
That has been true of most Amer- 
ican correspondents who reported 
frorn Germany up to the time we 
entered the war—Louis Lochner 
and Howard Smith are notable ex- 


coming from Bern and Stockholm. 

In analyzing the reports which 
have come in during the last two 
weeks, we must differentiate be- 
tween tavo sets of symptoms of dis- 
integration, which are usually 
lumped together. 

The one set of symptoms are of 
war weariness, physical misery of 
no political genesis, disorganiza- 
tion caused by air bombardments, 
and general malaise to be expected 
in any country that has endured 
four years of so hard a war. These 
symptoms are important but they 
do not threaten thé Nazi regime, 
as such. 

But beside this we have new 
evidence of ideological and polit- 
ical opposition rising in Germany. 

On the German radio last week, 
Gauleiter Sauckel, who is commis- 
sioner of man power, made a 
heavy attack against the German 
“intellectuals,” who, as he puts it, 
were once under Jewish influence 
and have not changed even after 
the extinction of the Jews. This 
is Nazi talk for internationally 
minded, pacifistic, and democrat- 
ically inclined people. He spoke of 
“tens of thousands” of them. He 
exonerated those “scientists, phy- 
sicians and chemists who are 
working for the war effort regard- 
less of their ideas,” but attacked 
all the others for their “objectiy- 
ity” toward the enemy, for con- 
stantly discovering “a good word 
to be spoken for the other side,” 
and “spreading news and rumors 
against the: Nazis.” : 

And for mdnths Goebbels has 
been conducting an energetic prop- 
aganda campaign against this 
same “objectivity.”

Church Claims. 

ORD has also got out regard- 

ing the attitude of the Ger- 
man churches. Through religious 
channels we learn that the Ger- 
man churches are already planning 
methods of co-operation with relig- 
ious forces in other countries to 
build a ‘lasting peace after the 
war. It is revealed that the church 
has never ceased its. protests 
against the persecution of the 
Jews and the degradation of the 
law courts by the Nazis. 

The church also claims to have 
protected large parts of the youth 
against intoxication by Nazi ideol- 
ogy. And this is borne out by a 
report by Drew Middleton from 
North Africa, who says that Hitler 
is not the idol of the younger Ger- 
man soldiers. 

Furthermore the execution of 
young people by the Gestapo in 
Germany is on the increase, ac- 
cording to reports reaching us 
from various nearby neutral 
sources. This growing revulsion 
of precisely that generation which 
the democracies have held to be 
totally lost, is so interesting that 
it needs some further analysis.

Regrets Only U. S. Did Not 
Sooner Apply Like Control 
in Other Fields. 


In a vigorous defense of Federal | 
reguiation of credit, Sidney R. 
Baer, vice-president and treasurer 


of Stix, Baer & Fuller, today ex- 
pressed the belief that we would 
be farther along the path to vic- 
tory now had stronger Govern- 
ment controls in many other fields 
-of America’s economic life been 
applied earlier. 

It is foolish to resent Govern- 
ment regulation of consumer cred- 
it. for uniform control could never 
have been achieved in any other 
way, Baer told the National Retaii 
Credit Association today at its 
credit forum aft.

This view was in marked con- 
trast to those of preceding speak- 
ers who voiced suspicion of present 
credit regulation and vehement op- 
position to continuance of credit 
controls after the war.

It is a very fortunate thing 
that the Government has seen fit 
to do this by Federal control, be- 
cause it never could have been 
done in any other way. 

“IT am told that a few credit men 
resent this control by Government, 
feeling that such action takes away 
a freedom and a responsibility that 
should be theirs. This is foolish, 
for uniform control could never 
have been, accomplished in any 
other way. During wartime, gov- 
ernment control of our economic 
existence is essential, particularly 
when the economic system is com-

NEW YORK, June 16 (AP).—In 
an unprecedented early morning 
meeting, the New York City Coun- 
eil today voted for a sweeping in- 
vestigation of the affairs of all 
city departments under Mayor F.

The resolution, adopted by a vote 
of 18 to 5with one Councilman not 
voting, provides for .a committee 
of seven Council members with 
powers to investigate “any mat- 
ters relating to the property, af- 
fairs or government of the city or 
of any county within the city.”

La Guardia summoned reporters 
to his office and declared that “the 
City Council is entirely within its 
rights in investigating any depart- 
ment of the city government that 
it desires in any legitimate investi- 
gation that is conducted in accord- 
ance with the law.

WAR DADS ASK CLARK 
FORPRISONER INQUIRY 


Letter Based on Story Axis 
Captives Fared Better Than 
U. S. Wounded on Ship.

A request for official investiga- 
tion of a report that Axis prison- 
ers being sert to this country on 
an American troop transport vessel 
received more favorable treatment 
than wounded American troops on 
the same ship has been sent to 
United States Senator Bennett C. 
Clark by John J. Griffin as presi- 
dent of the Greater St. Louis Chap- 
ter of American War Dads. 

Griffin’s protest, sent yesterday, 
was based on an article in the 
Post-Dispatch last Thursday by 
William H. Stoneman, chief of the 
London Bureau of the Chicago 
Daily News-Post-Dispatch Foreign 
Service, who returned to this coun- 
try last month on the troop trans- 
port, in convoy. 

The letter to Senator Clark, 
which included a copy of Stone- 
man’s article, said the War Dads 
were not protesting against Gov- 
ernment policies in treatment of 
German and Italian prisoners but 
were “deeply concerned” about the 
comparative treatment of the 


American wounded aboard the} 
ship. 

Griffin referred to Stoneman’s 
statement that the Americans ran 
short of cigarettes, although 
American correspondents had con- 
tributed $25 to buy a supply, while 
the German prisoners had a plenti- 
ful supply. 

“And why,” his letter continued, 
“should our boys have to sit there 
listening to these Nazis boasting 
of the great job they did on the 
battlefront and ridiculing our sol- 
diers for their cautious attitude? 
Why should our wounded heroes 
be compelled to He there helpless, 
watching this stupid display of 
arrogance? 

“If ever there was evidence of a 
néed for an organization of War 
Dads to protect the interests of the 
boys in the service, this certainly 
shows conclusively that the neces- 
sity’ exists.” 

Griffin, who has a son in the 
service, is also chairman of the 
Associated Selective Service Boards 
of St. Louis and St. Louis County. 

In his article, Stoneman took oc- 
casion also to mention the “cruise- 
like” nature of the voyage and told 
of speculation among the Ameri- 
cans as to whether the Germans 
would be permitted to continue 
their “rest cure” in this country. 
He told, too, of the Axis prisoners’ 
delight at getting “fine, rich 
American ice cream and cake” and 
of their inquiries as to how they 
would be fed in the United States 
and whether they would be per- 
mitted to go horseback riding. 

There were 865 German and 
Italian prisoners on the ship.

BUENOS AIRES, June 16 (AP).

common interests,” Ramirez said. 
“We will accomplish practical pan- 
Americanism, letting the eloquence 
of deeds speak in place of wordy 
rhetoric, which soldiers neither un- 
derstand nor practice.” 

Declaring that “in the existing 
circumstances no public question 
has greater importance, nor calls 
for more urgent solution, than that 
of the international problem,” Ra- 
mirez pledged his administration 
to “justice and truth” in carrying 
out both its foreign and domestic 
programs.

forces into the legal hands which 
must govern it.”

schools and maintenance and re- 
pair of training vessels. 
Use of Merchant Fieet. 

Admiral Land told the commit- 
tee that as of February, 1943, 41 
per cent of the nation’s merchant 
fleet was working for the Army; 
13 per cent for the Navy; 30 per 
cent for lend-lease; 16 per cent 
for the civilian economy, of which 
about 8 per cent was for strate- 
gic materials such as bauxite. 

Expansion of the merchant fleet 
during the fiscal year, he said, 
will require the training and 
placement of 35,000 officers and 
145,000 seamen, more than the 
present fleet.

F you are growing your own 
| tomatoes and cabbages this sum- 

mer, of course you'll can every 
scrap that your family doesn’t eat 
fresh. But if you couldn’t manage 
a garden, should you can anyway? 
Should you buy food to can, with 
food more expensive than usual 
this year? You'll find the answer 
by looking back on your experi- 
ence since rationing of processed 
foods began. If, under rationing, 
you were able to serve all the 
fruits and vegetables your family 
needed and wanted during the 
winter months, by piecing out ra- 
tioned canned foods with fresh 
ones, then you may be able to get 
along in the same way next winter. 

But if -you found yourself 
cramped by rationing, if you never 
did have enough canned tomatoes 
for some of your favorite dishes, 
or if your fruit and vegetable 
variety was too limited to be sat- 
isfying, then you should can, even 
if you know that canning at home 
won't save you a penny in money 
and will take time and energy thet 
you might prefer to spend on 
other things. Because nothing in 
your life as an American home- 
maker today is more important 
than feeding your family and 
yourself well, 

You needn't necessarily can any 
great varfety of foods, or any 
great volume either. You know 
about how many cans you oan get 
on your ration points, Plan to can 
enough to supplement this quan- 
tity. If you do not have access to 
a pressure cooker, can only acid 
fruits and tomatoes which can be 
processed safely in a hot water 
bath. Just tomatoes and peaches 
will see many families through the 
winter. Eat your own home-canned 
tomatoes and peaches and spend 
your ration points on foods you 
cannot put up yourself,

NEW YORK CITY, Tuesday. 


AST night one of the miost re- 
L markable Army benefits, “The 

Army Play by Play,” was giv- 
en for the Soldiers and Sailors 
Club of New York. John Golden, 
-who has produced many Broadway 
successes, probably never put on a 
more interesting performance be- 
fore a more distinguished audience, 
When he was asked to give a bene- 
fit, he happened to have on his 
desk a number of plays written by 
soldiers for a competition, in which 
he had offered a prize for the best 
soldier play written by a soldier. 

The plays had been weeded down 
to five when the note asking for a 
benefit performance arrived, so he 
simply put them on for it and 
spent hours of his precious time 
coaching the soldier casts. He 
says he swore at them, but they 
still liked him, and I have no 
doubt that is true. He adds that 
there are a number of boys who 
have never acted before and who he 
really considers good professional 
material, besides the few boys who 
were professional actors in the 
past. 

All this work was done for a 
one night’s performance, and the 
first thing Mayor LaGuardia said 
was, “What a waste, they should 
play for a few times at least.” 
There isn't any question in my 
mind but that should they happen 
to play under professional aus- 
pices, they could roll up consid- 


erable sums for charities. 

The soldiers will enjoy these 
plays, because in places they are 
like “Private Hargrove,” just the 
life of a soldier with all of his 
language, -his interests, and his 
separation from the world in 
which he once lived. Some of

HIS WEEK we have been dis- 
T cussing the value of the exami- 

nation of the blood to the doc- 
tor who is making a diagnosis of 
his patient and have tried to tell 
something about the procedure he 
goes through in order to examine 
the blood. Today I wish to take up 
other laboratory methods of ex- 
amination of different fluids of the 
body. 

The medical profession and. phy- 
siologists have been very ingeni- 
ous in submitting every secretion, 
fluid and excretion of the body to 


' examination in health and disease. 


One of the first of the body secre- 
tions to be examined was the gas- 
tric juice — the secretion of the 
walls of the stomach during the 
process of digestion. 

Attempts were made to obtain 


this as far back as the eighteenth. 


century when an ambitious Ger- 
man physician invented a kind of 
brush on the end of a long wire, 
which -hhe poked down his patient’s 
gullet and mopped up the inside 
of the stomach, very much like one 
of the instruments used to clean 
kitchen pans and bottles. 

This method was not very’ satis- 
factory and the real beginning of 
gastric analysis was when a Dr. 
Kussmaul had a patient in his 
ward who was called Der Weiner 
(The Whiner). The poor thing 
whined all the time and for good 
reason, because she had an ob- 
struction in her stomach and se- 
cretions dammed back and kept 
her bloated. Dr. Kussmaul con- 
ceived the idea of putting a tube 
down and washing out her stom- 
ach, which gave her great relief. 
Remember, this was only as short 
a time ago as 1870. With this 
Kussmaul tube the stomach spe- 
cialists were able to remove stom- 
ach contents and make a chemical 
and microscopical examination of 
them.

AT REST THE STOMACH is 
quite empty of all secretions and 
presents a dry and glistening sur- 
face. But almost immediately after 
the intaké of food, secretion begins 
and within an hour it is almost at 
its height. 

In the early period of analysis 
of the stomach contents, the juice 
Was removed an hour after a 
small meal and many profound 
conclusions were adduced on the 
basis of this examination. In fact, 
before the X-ray began to be used 
to visualize the stomach, the anal- 
ysis of the gastric juice was about 
the only stock in trade of the stom- 
ach specialist. 

The specialist thrived in those 
palmy days. In fact, as I remem- 
ber it, practically every other doc- 
tor on the North Side of Chicago 
was a stomach specialist when I 
spent my interneship there. But 
in the course of time the general 
practitioners and general sur- 
geons found out there wasn't very 
much value in the examination of 
the stomach contents. 


Re Se 

THE STOMACH specialists were 
prone to say that when a person 
had a great deal of acid in his 
stomach contents, that meant he 
had ulcer and that when he had no 
acid at all,'that meant he had can- 
cer. But the surgeons soon found 
that sometimes there were cases 
of cancer of the stomach with 
plenty of acid and cases of ulcer 
with no acid at all and dependence 
on the pronouncements drawn from 
analysis of the gastric juice are 
taken very skeptically by the diag- 
nostician today. 

One fluid of the body which has 
proved of surprising value in the 
diagnostic examination is the 
cerebrospinal fluid. This is a clear, 
watery-looking fluid which sur- 
rounds the brain and spinal cord. 
When these are diseased, they are 
likely to pour dregs into the fluid, 
which can be detected by chemical 
and miscroscopical examination and 
which throw light on a great many

OLD MAN RIVER—Exciting Steamboat Race 


Captain of "Dexter" Risked an Explosion to Defeat "Frank Pargoud" by Boat's Length

CHAPTER NINE, , 

OLKS who don't know much 
F about the river are likely to 

think that there was only one 
race run on the Mississippi, the 
famous one from New Orleans to 
St. Louis between the Robert E. 
Lee and the Natchez, They may 
have this idea bechuse of the 
world-wide publicity given that 
race. 

Of course, there were any 
number of other races run 
on the Mississippi, many of them 
just as exciting ag the one between 
the Lee and the Natchez. 
matter of fact, races occurred ev- 
ery day on the river. Masters and 
pilots took a lot of pride in the 
speed of their boats, and they were 
always looking for an opportunity 
to show off. 

I took part in one of the most 
exciting races ever run on the 
lower Mississippi, one that caused 
a lot of comment in New Orleans 
and other river cities of the: deep 
South, but I'll bet you never heard 
of it. 

I was steamboating on the Dex- 
ter at the time, which, as nearly 
as I can remember was the year 
1869, about a year before the Lee- 
Natchez race, 

I was tremendously proud of my 
new boat, which was known as 
one of the fastest packets on any 
river. In that same year, 1869, the 
Dexter had made the twelve-hun- 
dred-and-eighteen-mile run from 
New Orleans to St. Louis in the 
remarkable time of four days aad 
nine hours. Only one packet had 
a better record than this for the 
trip, the J. M. White, which made 
the trip in 1844 in three days, 
twenty-three hours, and nine min- 
utes, 

I soon found that the Southern 
rivermen took a fierce pride in the 
speed of their boats and liked to 
boast that their craft were faster 
than the “snowdiggers,”

East Guilty 
Of 'Crime’ at 
Bridge Table

éé EAR Mr. Culbertson: Have 
D you noticed that there is 
one large class of bridge 
players who afe so afraid that cer 
tain things will happen to them 
that they leave themselves no time 
for thinking about other catas- 
trophes that are far more likely to 
occur? The sort of fellow who 
nimbly steps out of the way of a 
kiddy-car only to be hit by s 
truck. I had one of this tribe as 
my. partner in the following deal: 
North, dealer. 
Both sideg vulnerable, 


The bidding: 
North - 

1 heart Pass 

3diamonds Pass 

Pass Pass 

“Tl was the West player. £f 
opened the club jack and was dis 
appointed that I had not conserved 
this honor when dummy went 
down with the blank ace. As it 
happened, however, my selection 
of the lead should have amounted 
to a blueprint for my partner. 

“At the second trick, a low heart 
was led from dummy and East, 
who probably learned the ‘rule of 
second hand low’ at a tender age 
and has never learned better, 
played the deuce. Declarer played 
the queen, and there I was with 
the king doubleton—I could take 
it or leave it. I took it. I then 
returned a low club (East had 
signaled with the eight on the first 
trick) and dear partner put up the 
king and returned the deuce, De- 
clarer stopped this attack by play 

fing the queen, then cleared the 

heart suit by knagking® out the 
ace. The balance of the tricks 
were no concern of ours. Game, 
rubber, and an extra trick for the 
opposition, 

“Will you be good enough to 
write another of your articles 
stressing the point that ‘second 
hand low’ is not bridge gospel. 
When I asked East why he hadn't 
put up the heart ace on the first 
lead, he answered that he had 
afraid to, with four cards in 
suit, because I might have the sin- 
gleton king or queen.” 


I have published several articles 
on this precise theme, but appar- 
ently it is one lesson that must be 
hammered home. East was guilty 
g@f a bridge crime in failing to 
dash up with the heart ace on 
the first lead from dummy. His 
partner’s opening of the club jack 
had dgfinitely marked declarer 
with the club queen, and the bid- 
ding made it quite apparent that 
there were at least two guards to 
that queen. It was also entirely 
evident, from the bidding and the 
cards in East’s gight, that West 
could have no entry to his club 
suit except, perhaps, a heart entry. 
Thus, the only duty East had to 
perform was to protect that sup- 
positious entry while co-operating 
in the establishment of West's club 
sult, Still considering the bidding, 
it was almost out of the question 
that West had a singleton heart, 
because South, with three hearts 
to an honor, would have been 
much more apt to bid three hearts 
than three no trump. But re 
gardiess of the danger of putting 
up the heart ace, that danger had 
to ‘be risked in view of the far 
greater danger of letting West 
lose his only entry. 


Obviously, if East had put up 
the heart ace, cashed the club 
king, and led his last club, the 
contract would have been doomed, 
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
